The county convention held here 
Tuesday afternoon in 
the 
district 
court room recalls the “ good 
old 
d ay s,” when ginger propelled 
the 
I proceedings. 
In the good old way 
J when the steam roller was operated, 
and in the same old manner when the 
fun waxed warm. 
The proceedings 
were of the “ cut and dried” variety, 
engineered by the master hand of our 
friend, 
R. E. Carswell, who is a 
loyal supporter of the program call 
ing for “ preparedness,” and in this 
convention he demonstrated that he 
was well 
prepared 
when 
the 
fun 
started. 
A 
rumor had gained the 
dignity of a report that there would 
be an effort made by a number of the 
delegates to have the San Antonio 
delegation go uninstructed on the na­ 
tional committeeman selection. 
Mr. 
Carswell doubtless heard this rumor 
that had gained the dignity of a re­ 
port. 
Soon after the meeting was called 
to order, Mr. Carswell made a motion 
to remove County 
Chairman Ford 
and replace him with C. V. Terrell. 
They say this is customory at county 
conventions; 
that 
a chairman 
is 
elected to preside at the meetings in­ 
stead of the regular county chairman. 
No other nominations being offered 
the question was put and carried be­ 
fore you could say “ Jack Robinson.’’ 
Mr. Terrell took the chair and made 
a 
neat, 
well-worded 
speech, 
ac­ 
cepting the honor. 
The regular sec­ 
retary, a Messenger editor, was al­ 
lowed to stay on his job. 
Then the 
fun opened. 
Mr. Carswell took the 
steering apparatus and went to work 
On his motion a committee was se­ 
lected by the chair to select delegates 
tv the state convention. 
The chair 
appointed Mr. Carswell, H. F. Haw­ 
kins and Win. Green. 
This commit­ 
tee 
was out four minutes, return­ 
ing with a resolution recommending 
as delegates to the state convention 
R. L. Morris of Chico, J. H. Foster 
of Bridgeport, C. V. Terrell of D eca­ 
tur, W. S. Gilbert of Decatur, and T. 
J. McMurray of Decatur. 
Motion was made by Guinn W il­ 
liams that the delegates to the San 
Antonio convention be instructed to 
vote as a unit on all questions sub­ 
mitted to them. 
After a short dis­ 
cussion on the motion it was carried. 
Then came the fireworks. Mr. Cars­ 
well offered a resolution commending 
the candidacy of Hon. Tom B . Love 
for national committeeman and ask­ 
ing that the W ise county convention 
endorse the D allas man’s candidacy. 
Mr. Moss, delegate from the North 
Side precinct, was on his feet in less 
time than is required to make the 
statement. 
He opened with some ad 
vice to prohibitionists, both county 
and state, following up with the state- 
raent.that he was an anti prohibitionist 
by 
precept 
and practice. 
In ad­ 
dressing the delegates he said that it 
would be a mistake for the democrats 
of Wise county to endorse Tom B.

Wise county. 
There are hundreds of dipping vats 
being installed at this time all over 
the county, and this will do away 
with the necessity of an inspector, 
other expenses and 
inconveniences 
that we must be subjected to in case 
we vote this law on ourselves at this i 
time. 
No doubt, many sign petitions 
which have been freely circulated, o r ­ 
dering an election, without 
knowing i 
all 
about what it meant.

S. G. Christal 
reminds one of a person who may

Christal is correct in his 
statement that it is necessary to obey 
the law, which is simply a statue pro* 
vided by the legislature to be made 
operative by the citizens of the coun­ 
ty when they desire to eradicate ticks 
in co-operation with the State Live 
Stock Sanitary com m ission, which in 
turn receives the co-operation of the 
bureau of Animal Industry of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Tick eradication undoubtedly 
would have been accomplished long 
ago if it was even as easy as Bro.Chris 
tai seems to think, that is if the cattle 
only had to be dipped twice a year. 
He erroneously states however that it 
take many years to get rid of them 
since Wise county and all of the 
counties east and south of it have al­ 
ways been the nurseries of this pest. 
The ticks may be eradicated, so I 
have been informed by the Live Stock 
Sanitary commission, on any prem­ 
ises, community or the entire county 
in a single season; however two dip­ 
pings will hardly begin the work. 
I am sure that Bro. Christal is mis­ 
taken in his statement that hundreds 
of vats are being installed all over the 
county. 
From what I can learn we 
have 
about thirty 
vats 
installed. 
\ \ hen we have a hundred or more 
then we will he getting pretty well 
ire pa red for tick eradication, 
and 
in that case no one will be remote 
from a vat. 
From information furnished me by 
the Live Stock Sanitary commission 
I find that tick eradication is carried i 
on about as follows:

The proper time to com 
mence system atic dipping is about 
May I and the dipping may be re­ 
peated every fourteen 
to 
eighteen 
days through the months 
of May, 
June, July, August, September and 
October, at which time all premises, 
the oattle of which have been proper­ 
ly dipped as above indicated, will be 
free from ticks and will remain free 
from ticks as long as the quarantine 
regulations preventing the introduc­ 
tion of tick infested stock: are proper­ 
ly enforced. 
We have little to fear 
from ticks being introduced from ad­ 
joining counties, for with the growing 
sentiment for eradication it may be 
reasonably 
supposed 
that 
before 
Wise county is cleaned up the adjoin­ 
ing counties will either be clean or be 
in the process of cleaning. 
The dip used is an arsenical solu­ 
tion prepared according to the gov­ 
ernment formula. 
The cost of this 
dip is nominal, 
in dipping eac.h ani­ 
mal carries out about half-gallon of 
dip and the chemicals 
necessary to 
make that half-gallon of dip cost very 
little. 
It is gratifying that Bro. Christal 
believes in tick eradication. 
All well 
informed people believe in it now. 
It is only a question now as to the 
most practical way to do it and it 
may be supposed that Bro. Christal 
is sincere in his observations. 
There 
are no insurmountable obstacles in 
the way of tick eradication. 
The 
only obstacles that exist are in the 
minds of men who are willing for 
their cattle to harbor ticks.

been cleaned up and released from 
quarantine over 280,000 square m iles 
of territory, considerably over one- 
third of the original tick quarantine 
area. 
This area composes probably 
more counties than there are in the 
state of Texas and not one of all 
these counties cleaned up without the 
state and bureau co-operation 
Since 
it is possible to clean up in one sea­ 
son it cannot be economy to prolong 
it more than that length of time for 
the one reason, if no other, that your 
loss each year from death from fever 
amounts to several times more than 
the total expense of cleaning up the 
infection in a single year. 
After the 
county has been cleaned more and 
better cattle will be raised. 
We will 
be in a position to bring in the best 
of bulls at a price as cheap as we are 
now 
paying 
for inferior animals. 
These bulls will not be in danger of 
fever because the transmitter of that 
disease will have been eradicated. 
Cattle, as we all know, raised below 
the quarantine 
line very often die 
when exposed to a grass infestation 
in the ordinary pasture. 
When our county shall have been 
cleaned up and released from quaran­ 
tine this fact will be heralded all over 
the 
live stock world. 
We need 
no longer have any concern as to 
what market we will ship our cattle. 
Buyers from the corn belt will be 
quick to look us up and they will pay 
prices which we have never received 
before and encouraged by the added 
profits more interest will be taken in 
livestock more and better cattle will 
be raised, more grains and legumes 
and less cotton. 
When this shall 
have 
been accom plished then 
the 
hard working man for whom Bro. 
Christal appeals will receive proper 
returns for his labor, and the poor 
widow will not lose her only milk now 
with tick fever.

Ex-Senator Lorimer has announced 
his candidacy for United States sena­ 
tor. 
This demonstrates, 
says the 
Memphis Comrnerciai-Appeal, the old 
saying that once a politician always 
a politician. 
Lorimer must be a man of remark­ 
able mental force. 
He has been dis- 
credited. 
He has been openly con­ 
victed of bribery and removed from 
office. 
At the same time he reckons 
with the power of money and feels 
confident that he can come back. 
There is something peculiar about 
the political game. 
When once a 
man is inoculated with the political 
virus he is nine times out of ten 
hopelessly lost. The taste of politi­ 
cal power creates a desire for more 
and greater power. 
The history of political office is an 
oft-told story. 
There never was a 
political machine Chat eventually did 
not break down. 
The men in office 
are strong, they are in control, they 
hold the balance of power, but soon­ 
er or later they must yield to young­ 
er, more energetic and a more pro­ 
gressive dispensation. 
Lorimer was indicted, tried and ac­ 
quitted of wrecking the LaSalle string 
of Chicago banks. 
No one for a min­ 
ute doubts that he was instrumental 
in the undoing of this chain of banks. 
The difficulty was to prove it. 
We 
often feel morally certain of the guilt 
of a defendent, but can not prove 
that our moral convictions are true. 
Technicalities of the American law 
offer many loopholes for the criminal 
to creep through and in the present 
instance Lorimer walked from the 
Illinois courtroom acquitted of the 
charge of bank wrecking. 
He announced before the trial be­ 
gan that if he was acquitted that he 
would become a candidate for the 
United States senate. 
With his mon­ 
ey and influence, with his strong po­ 
litical following Lorimer may make 
a splendid showing in November, but 
we can hardly believe that the people 
of Illinois will stultify themselves by 
voting for a man who has been re­ 
pudiated by his fellow senators, who 
was ejected from that high body be­ 
cause of bribery should not be re­ 
turned. 
It was shown and proven 
that Lorimer bought his seat in the 
senate and that he employed methods 
thoroughly corrupt. 
The power of money is potent, but 
we hold that Illinois voters will not

Boston Pathologists Report Dis 


covery of Bacillus— New York 


Physician Skeptical. 


Boston.—Dr. F. Ii. Mallory, patholo­ 
gist of the Boston City hospital, and 
his assistant, Dr. E. M. Medlar, have 
discovered the 
bacillus th a t causes 
scarlet fever, and ll is believed It will 
ardt be very difficult to work out an 
antitoxin or vaccine for its prevention 
and cure. 
This im portant discovery is laconi­ 
cally described by Dr. Mallory and Dr. 
Medlar in a thousand word article in 
the current issue of the Journal of 
Medical Research entitled “The Eti­ 
ology of Scarlet Fever.” 
It Is largely owing to the short life 
of the actual germ that It has evaded 
discovery so long. The germs are found 
soon after the skin eruption appears 
and usually find lodgment first in the 
tonsils or at the root of the tongue. 
The germ is less virulent than the 
diphtheria bacillus, although it infects 
practically the sam e localities. 
Dr. 
Mallory says It is a “grampositlve ba­ 
cilli.” 
“A vaccine for tile disease would be 
the more im portant,” says Dr. Mallory, 
“so as to render nurses immune to tho 
disease. 
Scarlet fever is not conveyed, 
as m any suppose, from the scaling of 
the patient. 
W hen th a t takes place 
all the germs in th e body are dead.” 
It w as said by a New York physi­ 
cian that a num ber of doctors have j 
claimed the discovery of the bacillus 
of scarlet fever, but have failed to sub­ 
stantiate their claims.
